cause". It "has meant that at times of 
lia'rrest the surplus crops, which It la 
tmposilble to get to market before they 
spoil, have not had to go to waste, but 
!have been preserved for use at other 
periods of the year when Nature IB 
.producing less and when, .but for tho 
.science of canning, we would have to 
subsist on much less attractive fare. 
This Is conservation In the broadest

Before the entry of the United 


States In the \Vorlu war, and after- 
ward, Colonel Davis served with the 
forc.es of Great Britain, France, Rus- 
sia, Italy, Serbia and Greece. Accord- 
Ing to Colonel Davis, his most valu- 
able experience was with the British 
cavalry during the Jerusalem cam- 
paign. 


In both the Jerusalem and Damas- 


cus campaigns, Colonel Davis said, Ihe 
master stroke was delivered by the 
cavalry. .He described several of the. 
mounted charges made by General Al- 
lenby's forces, and explained that the 
most striking results were attained by 
-those swiff.and.unexpected blows at 
enemy Infantry and artillery groups. 


"After Ihe British had reached what 


-looked like a stalemate on Ihe Gaza- 
Beersheba line," Colonel Dnvls said, 
"It wns decided to employ cavalry In 
a final effort, to pierce the Turkish de- 
fenses. 
The British strategists decid- 


ed cavalry could operate best against 
one end of Ihe line, anil a mounted 
squadron was sent to 'bite' off in end 
of the Intrenchments that hud resist- 
ed every effort at capture. 


"Within' au hour the cavalry had 


effected contact wllh the Turks, and 
then begun a process that might best 
b» described as 'rolling up' that thin 
line that so long had resisted every 
effort at assault. The operation was a 
complete success, and the entire line 
was In British control

The coal one 
pays for, the air one gc'ts for nothing, 
but the quantity of air required In 
weight Is from 12 to 20 times aa much 
as the quantity of coal required.

fuel bed the fire would In time go out 
because of loss of heat. The problem, 
then, le to feed Just nlr enough 
through the fuel bed to malntnln tem- 
perature.

The ashpit of most furnaces leaks 


enough nlr so that If there Is a con- 
siderable draft or suction above Ihe 
fuel bed produced .by 
Hie chimney 


more air will leak Into the ushpit and 
up through the fuel bed thnn Is neetl- 
eJ to simply maintain the tempera- 
ture, Mr. Hood explains. Too much 
air feed through the fire would burn 
up the coal and the fire would uot 
keep. 


The problem then Is to cut down 


the flow of air through (lie fuel. bed. 
This can be done Iti numerous ways; 
one can put *«n a large amount of coal 
and cover the ton with very fine coal, 
or even with ashes. This Increases 
the resistance through the fuel bed, 
so that only a small amount of nlr 
flows. Another way, and a good way, 
too, according to Mr. Hood, Is to al- 
low ashes to accumulate on the grate 
to add to the resistance of tl£. flow 
of air.
